Between I and 2 o'clock Washington 


ivonue, between Sorenth and Tenth streets, 
was the scene of great excitement. The 
jars wero run plentifully, when a mob 
began to form on Ninth street. Car No. 68 
of the Lindoll railroad was completely 
turned ovor on its side. There wore several 
ladios in tho car, and it was turned over so 
suddenly that one of them came near being 
dumped with it Tho conductor and driver 
managed to oscape from the car in time to 
avoid injury, 


At 12 o'clock Friday night a car at the 


corner of Ninth and Pino streets was riddled 
with bricks, tho driver knocked sensolusu 
»nd many of the passengers injured. 


At a moeting of business men Friday 


evening, called to consider tho strike, step^ 
were taken to bring about a meeting bo- 
tweon a committee of business men, tho 
ttreot car presidents, and the executive com- 
mittee of the Knights of Jjibor.

State Veterinarian V, T. Anderson, 


publishes a long report of his observa- 
tions and investigations ot the diseases 
now prevailing among the horses, cattle, 
sheep and swine in different parts of this 
state. Of the hog cholera be says: 


"The hog cholera or as it is more 


properly called swine plague has pre- 
vailed daring the past vear in Buffalo, 
Columbia, Dane. Mamtowoc and Kock 
counties. 


I have not been able to make such in 


vestigations as I would desire, bat intend 
doing so as rapidly as possible. Thero 
is no doubt but that disease is purely 
contagions, and I hope that a proper un- 
derstanding ot the circumstances at- 
tending its introduction and spread will 
enable us to establish such quarantine 
regulations as will effectually suppress 
and 
exterminate 
it. 
All ovi. 


donee tends to show that tho disease 
does not exist m thia state except whore 
introduced. In all tho outbreaks that I 
have investigated it can be clearly traced 
tD the introduction of diseased hogs. 
When once introduced its spread is 
comparatively easy, as the .'germ thrives 
not only in the affected animal but in 
all ita excrements, and may bo carried 
long distances by^contaminated streams, 
by rats,;or other vormin, by ^eors, boats, 
or the clothing of persons who [come ;in 
contact with the disease. 


Symptoms. The first thing to attract 


attention is vomiting or offensive diar- 
rhea. This is followed by loss of appe- 
tite, dejected Jappearance, arched back

the bedding in B dark place. The belly 
is generally tender to pressure, and the 
skin between the legs, under the body 
and behind the ears is covered with 
small red spots, which become larger 
and purpleish black as the disease ad- 
vances. Tho mortality is always high' 
but the younger tho animal tho greater 
the proportionate loss. 
Treatment does 


not generally pay, for even if recovery 
takes place, which is highly improbable, 
it coats more to fatten the animal than it 
is worth. If, however, it is attempted, 
careful nursing and tho judicious use ot 
carbolic acid, both externally and inter- 
nally, is about all that can be recom- 
mended. 


When the disease makes ita appearance 


no time should be lost in separating the 
healty from the diseased animals. When 
doing so always move tho healthy bogs so 
8a to remove them from the contaminat- 
ing influence of tho infected pens. The 
valuo of carbolic scid as a disinfectant m 
this disease can not bo over eatiicaced. 


The practice ot some farmers in sell- 


ing their hogs when in a diseased state 
cannot be too highly condemned, for tbtt 
such moat is unwholesome and unflt for 
food there can be no question. I have 
called the attention ot the state board of 
health to this practice, and us tbe law 
imposes a heavy penalty, I have no donbt 
that they, co-operating with tbe local 
boards of health, will bo able to suppress 
this traffic."
